Doubt Its Effect 
Officers of the Nav al Ord n an ce 
Bureau who 
are 
usually charged 
with the d estruction of such explo­ 
siv es, 
expressed 
cloubt 
th at the 
shell would hav e had d ead ly effect 
ev en if explod ed at close ran ge. 
They said it would take “a gen ius 
at explosiv es ’ 
to rig 
a shot gun 
shell in such a m an n er as to in flict 
fatal in juries. 
Asid e from the possible 
blin d in g 
effect of the load of shot in a gun 
shell, the on ly other possible d an ­ 
ger would come from the brass top 
in which the explosion cap is held . 
The con triv an ce con sisted of a 
wire ben t in the form of the letter 
“J ” with the shell up-en d ed an d so 
fasten ed to the 
shaft as to cause 
the percussion cap to rest again st 
the top of the hook. The shell was 
load ed with n umber n in e shot.

under the interdict.
